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Harold Winch Fires Opening Gun 
For C.C.F. In Pass Political 
Campaign 


Makes Strong Attack Against 

Capitalism; C.C.F. Aim is 

“Alberta For the People of 

Alberta.” Griffin and Taylor 

Also Speak. 

Harold Winch, youthful leader 
of the’'C.C.F. party in British 
Columbia, fired the opening gun 
for the C.CJF. party in the Pass 
towns on Sunday when he add¬ 
ressed a meeting at Blairmore 
in the afternoon and at night in 
the Community hall in Coleman. 
Despite the hot sultry evening a 
fair attendance was present at 
the Coleman meeting. Wm. White 
was chairman. 

The first speaker was J ! ack 
Griffin, of Macleod and C.C.F. 
organizer for southern Alberta. 
Mr. Griffin described C.C.F. as a 
young, vigorous and strong move¬ 
ment that was spreading throug- 
out the Dominion. Three reasons 
he gave for this; Firstly, C.C.F. 
recognizes the value of the 
people; secondly, C.C.F. Is in 
Tune With The Times and third¬ 
ly, C.C.F. to Take Power. 

Rev. Roy C. Taylor was the 
second speaker. He remarked he 
had been in the army almost 
three years. He had been pto- 
gressively minded since 1911. It 
was his 'belief that the C.C.F. 
would be a federal power in the 
near future. 

He had conversed with mem¬ 
bers of the various branches of 
the armed forces and found them 
strongly in favor of the C.C.F. 
He estimated 75% of the armed 
services in support of the C.C.F. 
Referring to his relationship 
with Social Credit he stated that 
Social Credit did not go far 
enough. The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment would not find a way to 
allow the franchise to be given 
to the armed forces outside the 
province and it was his opinion 
that the government would lose 
many votes due to this. 

The main speaker Harold 
Winch thanked the AlbeTta C.C.F. 
party for its invitation to take 
part in the Alberta election. He 
welcomed meetings of this kind 
as it was a means of discussing 
with the people their common 
problems. 

He opened his address by 
touching on the fact that none of 
us have any say in the matter as 
to whether or not we want to 
be born into this world. That, he 
stated, was decision* of the par¬ 
ents who in turn were guided by 
the amount of money they had 
available to raise a family. The 
youth when ready for school 
again had no control over his 
education. The educational sys¬ 
tem as far as the youth was 
concerned was guided by the 
social and financial standing of 
his parents, not upon his ability 
or desire^ 

He then "“made strong attacks 
on the capitalist system. There 
was slow starvation if no jobs 
available. He touched upon the 
depression in the spring and sum¬ 
mer of 1914 followed in the 


fall by a capitalistic war. The 
soldier had gone to war towin 
for freedom and democracy. In 
the depression of 1929-39 the 
heroes were no longer wanted, no 
longer needed. He described the 
travels >of the “Ibums” from one 
end of the Dominion to the other 
in search of work despite the 
fact that Canada was the rich¬ 
est country in the world. British 
Columbia had timber, fruit, etc. 
Alberta had wheat, coal etc. yet 
under the capitalist system neith¬ 
er province could use the pro¬ 
ducts of the other because the 
people could not pay for them. 

He mentioned the R. B, Ben¬ 
nett relief camps, the 5,000 un¬ 
employed sitting around the 
cenotaph at Vancouver surround¬ 
ed by police and J. J. McGeer 
reading the riot act and the un¬ 
employed who took over the 
Vancouver post-office in an ef¬ 
fort to get the governments to 
do something in their behalf. 

During his eleven years in the 
B.C. legislature he had found 
that Freedom of Democracy was 
a downright and forthright farce 
—the government called the tune. 
Yet government in its full sense 
was the greatest instument that 
can be used by man for progress. 

The form of government does 
not change as it is governed 
by the B.N.A. act what the cit¬ 
izens of Alberta had to decide 
was “What economic system they 
wished to live under—capitalism 
or socialism.” The C.C.F. stands 
for the eradication of capitalism 
and the establishment of social¬ 
ism. Social Credit, Independents 
and L.P.P, stood for capitalism. 

Fascism he described as a pro¬ 
duct of capitalism. It built up 
Hitler and Mussolini. The C.C.F. 
had endeavored to stop shipments 
of war materials from going to 
the Axis. 

The C.C.F.' had faith and con¬ 
fidence in Canadians and Canada 
with her abundance of national 
resources. Capitalism can’t siolve 
the problem of Distribution. The 
soldiers were fighting for a mil¬ 
itary victory it was up to those 
on the home front to fight for 
economic security for those in 
the armed forces and themselves. 
The objective of the C.C.F. in 
Alberta was “Allberta for the 
people of Alberta who do the 
work for Alberta." 

Provincial victories are only a 
step towards Socialism in Can¬ 
ada, stated Mr. Winch. 

Rev. Irwip followed Mr. Winch, 
and distribiRed^ a _ number of 
pledge forms in’ an effort to se¬ 
cure funds for the C.C.F. polit¬ 
ical campaigns. He started ask¬ 
ing for $5 but no one raised their 
hands to volunteer such amounts. 
He finally asked for the collect¬ 
ion of the forms. A few were 
seen to write small sums to¬ 
wards the C.C.F. funds. 

A question period followed 
several questions being asked by 
supporters of the Labor-Progres¬ 
sive party.

Students 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Commission has issued the fol¬ 
lowing special order, which states 
that effective from July 1st, 
1944 employment of a full time 
enrolled student of a day school, 
college or university during any 
week, from Sunday to Saturday, 
in which his earnings from any 
one employer do wot exceed 
$5.40 weekly, will not be consid¬ 
ered Insurance Employment. 

It is expected that the order 
will have the effect of placing in 
excepted employment the great 
majority of students as part time 
messengers by retail stores also 
pin boys in bowling alleys. 

This applies only to students 
whose earnings do not exceed the 
perscribed amount. When a stu¬ 
dent is expected by this order it 
will be necessary to obtain a cer¬ 
tificate of exception from the 
Local NSS Office or take any 
other action. Permits are requir¬ 
ed for all persons over 16 years 
of age.

Lard Surplus 

Nearly Ten Million Pounds Have 
Been Shipped To Russia 

Shipments of nearly 10,000,000 
pounds of Canadian lard have been 
made to Russia, relieving a surplus 
situation which had developed in the 
Dominion, it was learned. 

The supplies are being forwarded 
under mutual aid arrangements, it 
was understood. 

Officials said that early this yey 
the accumulation of lard supplies— 
a reflection of the heavy marketings 
of livestock—had posted a major 
problem. 

On March 1, 1943, total lard hold¬ 
ings were 2,200,000 pounds. On Jan. 
1 this had increased to 5,500,000 
pounds, and then the total rose to 
9,800,000 pounds on Feb. 1 and 15,- 
800,000 on March 1. 

Authorities sought export outlets 
for lard supplies but by April 11 the 
total was reported at more than 19,- 
000,000 pounds. 

Since then exports to Russia and 
limited shipments elsewhere has re¬ 
duced the total “substantially”, 
officials said. 

They said that details of export 
shipments could not be given im¬ 
mediately for security reasons. 

The accumulation of a lard sur¬ 
plus caused anxiety because the 
storage space was urgently required 
for other purposes and there was' 
fear a decline in lard values might 
result in a weakening of hog prices. 

Flying Bomb Inventor 

Austrian Professor Said To Be The 
Man Who Had The Idea 

The man mainly responsible for 
the development of the “robot bomb” 
is an Austrian professor, Herman 
Oberth, Inconspicuous except for a 
small moustache. 

Now in his 50’s, Oberth was once 
the sound-and-scenic-effects man in 
charge of the use of fireworks and 
explosives for UFA films. Report¬ 
edly an anti-Nazi at one time, he has 
been working on flying bombs and 
rocket machines for the past seven 
years, under special orders from 
Hitler and Goering. 


Canadian Bacon 


Heavy Purchases Are Made For 
Shipments To Britain 

Canadian Meat Board purchases 
of bacon for the United Kingdom to 
July 1 totalled 464,000,000 pounds, 
although the total minimum commit¬ 
ment for the calendar*year is only 
500,000,000 pounds, it was learned. 

The United Kingdom is taking all 
the bacon which can be made avail¬ 
able by Canada. Under a two-year 
agreement Canada agreed to supply 
a minimum of 900,000,000 pounds in 
the years 1944 and 1945, but assured 
that every effort would be made to 
provide additional quantities. 

Because of the enormous deliveries 
of hogs to market in every province, 
it now appears possible that the 
minimum requirements of the two 
years may be met in one, which 
would mean the purchase of 900,000,- 
000 pounds of bacon for the United 
Kingdom in 1944. 

“As things stand it looks very 
much as though we will be able to 
buy 800,000,000 pounds at least,” 
one authority said. 

Canadian bacon production to the 
end of 1943 had been described as 
"startling”, but officials said it now 
appeared certain that even better 
records would be made in shipments 
this year. 

An All-Round Shooter 

Army Photographer Handled Machine 
Gun As Well As Camera

Chapter Of Horrors 

Huns Massacre Many Women And 
Children In Reprisal 

Cold-blooded massacres of virtu¬ 
ally the entire populations of the 
Greek village of Distomo and the 
French village of Oradour sur Glane, 
and burning of both towns by ven¬ 
geance-mad German soldiers were 
reported in the accounts reaching 
New York. 

The Greek puppet government an¬ 
nounced the Distomo slaughter, in 
which 1,000 persons died, saying it 
occurred on June 10, the second an¬ 
niversary of the massacre and des¬ 
truction of Lidice in Czecho-Slovakia. 

The story of the French village, 12 
miles northwest of Limoges in Cen¬ 
tral France, came from the BBC, 
which said 1,100 out of a population 
of 1,200 were slain. 

The Greek puppet communique, a 
copy of which was received recently 
in Izmir (Smyrna), Turkey, said the 
populace was shot and the town 
burned in reprisal for the deaths of 
30 German soldiers in a fight with 
Greek Earn and Andarts guerillas 
the previous day. 

At Lidice, which the Germans 
themselves announced was destroyed 
in reprisal for the assassination of 
Reinhard Heydrich, “protector” of 
Bohemia-Moravia, the men were 
killed and the women and children 
carried away. \ 

But at Distomo, according to in¬ 
formation received among Greeks in 
Izmir, men, women and babies were 
slaughtered impersonally. 

This account said that after the 
guerilla battle on June 9, German 
SS (Elite Guard) troops on the af¬ 
ternoon of June 10 surrounded Dis¬ 
tomo, herded all inhabitants into the 
public square, and there machine- 
gunned them. 

Then, the account said, German 
troopers walked among the massed 
corpses, firing pistol bullets into the 
head of every body that twitched, 
and trampling the life out of any in¬ 
fants who had been shielded by their 
mothers’ bodies. Then they burned 
the village down over its dead. 

Representatives of the Red Cross 
were not allowed near the spot until 
June 14, the report said, and then 
they found only a few half-mad 
children who had hidden in the 
woods. 

The BBC account of the French 
village, recorded in New York by 
CBS, said: 

“The Germans demanded the sur¬ 
render of patriots who had killed 
four German soldiers, and when 
there was no response, prepared to 
kill 50 hostages. 

“The patriots replied with another 
attack on the Germans, who destroy¬ 
ed the entire village. 

“People who ^ook refuge in the 
village church were locked in and 
burned alive. Only 100 of the 1,200 
inhabitants remain alive in the ruins 
of their homes.” 

Funeral services were held for the 
victims in the cathedral at Limoges, 
it said, and there city police found 
several bombs which were believed 
to have been planted by the Vichy 
militia. 

Date and other circumstances of 
the French massacre were not given, 
but the funeral was said to have 
occurred June 22.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD | 

Six small silver cream jugs, made 
In London between 1759-1768 brought 
$816 at an auction. They were de¬ 
signed in the shape of cows. 

It is estimated that the big attack 
on Leipzig during February, 1944, 
In which 18 R.C.A.F. bombers were 
lost, cost Canada more than $6,000,- 
000. 

Canadian school children who 
have bought war savings stamps 
have provided the Royal Canadian 
Air Force with some 35 various 
types of aircraft. 

At February 29, 1944, there were 
more than 245,000 Canadian person¬ 
nel serving overseas, including more 
than 800 members of the Canadian 
Women’s Army Corps. 

Restrictions on the display of place- 
name signs in Britain have been re¬ 
laxed. The ban now is limited to 
those which can be seen and under¬ 
stood from low-flying aircraft. 

Air Vice-Marshal Harry Broad- 
hurst, who commanded the desert 
air force from Tripoli onwards, com¬ 
mands one of the fighter groups of 
the Second Tactical Air Force in 
Normandy. 

The Germans, in reprisal for 
Greek guerrilla action, have de¬ 
stroyed more than 1,000 localities in 
Greece, leaving more than 1,500,000 
people without shelter, the British 
Broadcasting Corporation said.

The Way Home 

American Doughboys Directed Back 
To 'nieir Lines By A German 
Soldier

In 
fact, the whole of the German pop¬ 
ulation sincerely believes that fail¬ 
ure of the invasion would mean not 
only defeat of Russia, but also the 
defeat of all the Allied nations. 
There is no longer any guessing 
about selected landing places for the 
invasion. There is such confidence 
placed on German troops behind 
strongly fortified positions, and pro¬ 
vided with excellent war material, 
that everybody Is firmly convinced 
the troops trusted with the defence 
of the Continent will successfully 
repel the enemy attack.”

Sacrificed His Life 

Indian Officer Saved Lives Of 
Comrades By Heroic Act 
Ap Indian officer who flung him¬ 
self on a mine that was about to 
explode in order to save the lives of 
six comrades is the first Indian to 
in the George Cross. 

Subedar Subramanian, of the Mad¬ 
ras Sappers and Miners, was in 
charge of a mine clearing company 
which had been ordered to search 
for a missing Jamadar who was be¬ 
lieved to have walked into a mine¬ 
field near Miganl, Italy. Subramanian 
was operating the mine detector 
when a small explosion occurred. 
Realizing that someone had trodden 
on an anti-personnel mine, and that 
within four seconds the canister 
would be blown into the air and ex¬ 
plode, he rushed without the slight¬ 
est hesitation towards the mine and 
flung himself on the top of it, at the 
same time trying to knock his com¬ 
rade aside. The force of the ex¬ 
plosion was largely neutralized by 
the subedar’s body and six lives were 
saved as a result. The subedar was 
killed. 

Subedar Subramanian has now 
been awarded the George Cross post¬ 
humously for “conspicuous gallantry 
in performing hazardous work in a 
very brave manner.” He had already 
won the Indian Distinguished Service 
Medal in North Africa in 1943.—In¬ 
dian Information Office.

Food For Britain 

New Canadian Contribution To 
Supplies Of United Kingdom 
Has Been Announced 

An immense new Canadian con¬ 
tribution to the food supplies of the 
United Kingdom was announced by 
Agriculture Minister Gardiner, who 
said Canada would ship a minimum 
100,000,000 pounds of beef in 1944 
and 1945 and as much additional 
supplies as were surplus In the 
dominion. 

Already Canada is supplying the 
United Kingdom with food under 
two-year bacon, cheese and egg con¬ 
tracts. Mr. Gardiner estimated the 
beef shipments—which will be the 
equivalent of 250,000 cattle—might 
have a total value of $30,000,000. 

Prices established under the con¬ 
tract will mean a constant floor 
throughout the year for producers' 
sales of cattle. 

Red and blue brand beef will be 
bought for export to an agreed 
quantity by the Canadian meat board 
on the basis of 25 cents below their 
respective ceilings as established for 
zones throughout Canada under 
prices board regulations. If further 
supplies are offered, they will be 
bought at the rate of 50 cents below 
the ceiling. 

Lower quality beef will be bought 
at established rates at points fur¬ 
ther under the ceiling.
